Hon. - Edward O, Norton of 
Alabama addressed an audience of 
oyer six hundred people at Bethel, 
Saturday evening Sept, 12 th, xipon 
the advantage offered to the 
people of the United .States by 
h aving a bime ttaliic currency and 
protection from foreign powers. 
The meeting was 'opened at half 
past seven and despite the in¬ 
tense he.at and crowded room, Mr. 
Norton held the audience for over 
two hours. . Tho f Bethel band 
furnished good music and the 
people left Bisflto Hail" having 
been Well entertaihed and feeling 
well satisfied; Mr. Norton 'hpeiied- 
by speaking of >the,^necessity, of 
dismissing with party, prejudices 
and thOjimportance. of the people 
exercising .their own judgment 
when great questions are brought 
before'''them to settle. His re- 
marks were confined principally to 
the currency question-and covered 
the ground ably and thoroughly. 
By his invitation many questions 
.were given him by ^several in the 
audience and he replied t.O' them 
all and to the satisfaction of every 
one present.- ; Evidently the people* 
Went away*'with' the impression 


The air is filled with smoke, and 
our chronic-croakers are full of 
steam, but it all runs into so much j 
territory that it is too thin to take 
acjtio.h. * The demonetization of 
silver, or the “Crime of 1873,” is, 
sticking in the crops of many, but 
we must bear in. mind that those 
“gold bug” barkers who. are talk- ■ 
ing that silver was really demone¬ 
tized long before 1873,-because the 
coinage of silver dollars hdd ceased, 
and then on the other hand, that 
silver has not been demonetized at 
all, because mofe -silver dollars 
have been coined since 1873 than' 
before Jhat time, practically. don’t- 
know what they are trying ; to 
discuss. But the Act-of 1873; call; 
it the demonetization of silver or 
something worse, and in fact many 
,of the enactments *of the past 
t.wenty-five years have caused the 
rich to become -richer and the 
poor to become .poorer. Such 
legislation is subjugating the 
people, striking down every in¬ 
dustry, and taking away the pros¬ 
perity and power invested in the 
people and putting it in the hands 
of a certain few. * When we_are. 
obliged to surrender those things 
near, and dear to every true 
American heart to a set of dema¬ 
gogues, and cater to the wishes of 
the monopolist and party cackler, 
shall we come forward as a people 
and “stand by the Ship of State” 
or pen ourselves up and die like 
hermits? "But the question is: 
does the free and unlimited- 
coinage of both gold and silver, 
placing both metals at a parity 
with each other, offer better pro¬ 
tection to the people and industries 
of the United States.than a single 
gold'standard? The free and un¬ 
limited coinage of silver and an 
increase in the volume of money 
will cause a rise in the price of 
goods and'the products of labor. 
A rise in the price of . goods, 
products of the farm, and al l pro¬ 
ducts' of-, labor will increase the 
purchasing power of the millions, 
of farih%s, Imsipess men ’ and' 

. laborer^^lso W tlieir debt paying 
power, and of the value of their 
homes and their stock in trade. 
This increase in ’ the purchasing 
power of these-millions will in¬ 
crease the total purchasing demand 
for goods, products and labor. 
Thus with greater demand at 
higher prices, debts can be paid,, 
more goods consumed, and thus 
more labor employed and business 
done. 

Regarding a single gold standard, 
the Hon. James G. Blaine said: 
“I believe the struggle going on in 
this country for a' single, gold 
standard would, if, successful, 
produce wide spread disaster in 
and throughout the ’'commercial 
world.; The -destruction of silver 
as money and establishing gold 
as the sole unit of value must have 
ruinous effect on all, forms of - pro¬ 
perty .except those investments 
i which yield a fixed return in 
money, } These . would .be enor¬ 
mously enhanced Jn value and 
would gain a.dispropox’tionate.and 
unfair advantage over eyery other 
species of property. . If there Are 
$7,000,000,000 of coin or bullion ‘ in 
the world very equally divided 
beti\ een gold and, silver,, it is im¬ 
possible-to strike silver out of 
existence as money, without results 
which . . will be. distressing , to 
millions and utterly disastrous 
to tons of thousands.” ’ • •; L ,

She Thoughts That Hash Through the 
Xuginexnaa’s; 15rain Wost Before a Col¬ 
lision, Occurs—A Smash Up Mates a Man 
Scary Ever Thereafter. 

There is something attractive about 
railroad life to the man who once en¬ 
ters it. The railroad companies rarely 
give up a reliable, faithful man. He 
may become maimed and unfit for the 
moat remunerative positions and be 
forced to accept some humbler place 
with a smaller salary attached to it, 
but it is an unwritten law with most of 
the great railroad companies that the 
man who is injured in their service 
shall be placed in some position where 
he may obtain his livelihood. 

Thus it may happen that when you 
fall in conversation with the man who 
occupies a humble switchhouse or a 
bagman’s shanty you are talking with 
one who has badhisshare of excitement 
and been through experiences that 
Would make the hair of the average man 
stand upon end. A reporter met a 
switchman the other day the pathos of 
whose life was expressed in the wooden 
leg' which he used, and as the Empire 
dashed by he looked up and said : 

“Yes, I like railroading. I have been 
in the business all my life and expect to 
spend the rest of my days over the rails, 
but X am quite content to remain here 
in my little cottage and tend tomy flag¬ 
ging rather than have the position of 
the man who holds the throttle on that 
big engine which just whizzed hy here. 
You may think it a snap to sit there 
and ride over the country at the rate of 
a mile a minute, but I tell you the man 
carries a load of responsibility on his 
shoulders which I would not want on 
mine and which the average man knows 
very little about I know something of, 
it for X was fireman some years ago on 
one of the fast engines and lost my leg 
in: an accident between here and Al¬ 
bany. Hut if I had come out of that ac¬ 
cident as sound as you, are I never 
should have been able to hold my nerve 
for anymore fast trips. That finished 
me for that work.’ ’ 

“Then if a man has been hurt in a 
railroad accident it makes him scary 
of that kind of work, does it?” asked- 
the reporter. 

“You bet it does,’" answered the 
switchman with emphasis, “and don’t 
let any one fool yon that it doesn’t. The 
man: who was running that engine the 
day X was hurt escaped with hardly a 
scratch,, but he never- conld keep his 
time up the way he did before that and 
finally was put on a freight engine. 
Where the running was a great deal 
slower. 

. “I shall never forget the way he look¬ 

ed the afternoon the smash np occurred. 
Just; before the crash came l looked at 
him. We were rounding a curve down 
by Schenectady. His long gray hair 
Was flowing in the breeze, his face was 
set and his eyes fixed on the track 
ahead. 

“AH at once he jumped to his feet 
and reversed the lever and exclaimed in 
a startled tone, ‘My' God, -we are 
caught 1’ It was probably notmore. than 
half a minute after when I was lying 
beneath the engine with my leg crush¬ 
ed, utterly unconscious; of the fact that 
a great wreck; had occurred, but; every 
movement and occurrence of that half 
minute is as vividly impressed upon my 
mind as if it had; taken weeks of time 
to impress it there. 

* *As ho spoke I looked through the 
cab window ahead of us, and there. 
Within 20 rods, was a freight engine 
coming straight at us, and there was; no 
possible chance to escape a crash. The 
engineer was doing his duty. X knew 
that. He was reversing the lever, apply¬ 
ing the brakes and doing his best to 
avert what he knew was inevitable, but 
I had nothing to do, and it seemed as if 
everything ih, my life was before me in 
those few seconds. I felt absolutely sure-I 
1 was going to die. Strange as it may 
seem, the thought did not seem horrible 
tome. A whole lot of the slang say- 
ing^ such as, ‘You are learning to fire 
here in this world so as to be prepared 
for the next, ’ and ‘ Yon won’t mind a 
hot job over there, ’ and a number of 
those stale things which a fireman has 
to take, came into my head, and even 
In that awful position it occurred to me 
in a humorous sort of way that I had 
made a good start here below, or here 
above, as I might say. The next mo¬ 
ment I was thinking of my wife and 
children—yes, and of mother, too, who 
had; been dead a number of years.. A 
mam always thinks of his mother at such 
a time. But I don’t think X had a par¬ 
ticle of fearef death. The last thing 
that was on my mind was the question, j 
who was to blame for the accident? 

And; that is the last X remember. 

“When X came to my senses, I was 
in; a hospital and was minus a leg. 

Since then I have been constantly em¬ 
ployed one way and another by the rail¬ 
road company, but I never see one of 
the fast trains go by without thinking 
of that wreck. The engineer miraculous- 
iy escaped with scarcely a bruise, but it. 
finished him for that kind of work. He 
Was always seeing engines ahead of him 
after that, and I have heard that more 
than once he has slowed np his: train in 
order not to collide with an imaginary 
engine, which I have no doubt was as 
xeal to him as it was on the afternoon 
•he wreck I speak of occurred. As I said 
before^ he was transferred to a freight 
engine, but even there he was timid 
and finally^ left the; road, altogether. 

You can put it down as a pretty 
sure thing that when an engineer has 
been in an accident once he is minus a 
good share of the nerve which it takes 
lo make his runs on time to the tick, 
and if lie isn’t on time he has got to go 
Boonercr later.”—Rochester Democrat

It Generates a Poison In the System That 
. Is Deadly In Its Nature. 

“He never loses a moment, ” used to 
be thought an unqualified compliment. 
How we are not quite so sure that it 
says much for the wisdom of him to 
whom it is applied. From many differ¬ 
ent directions comes the testimony that 
too much activity is loss instead of gain, 
since overfatigue poisons the physical 
System. 

An analysis has been made of the 
poison engendered by fatigue, and it 
has been found to be similar to the an¬ 
cient vegetable poison, curari, into 
which, the Indians used to dip their ar¬ 
rows, and a most, deadly poison it was. 
The poison of fatigue is of the same 
chemical nature and is as truly deadly 
if it is? created more rapidly than the 
blood can carry it off. There is no 
known: antidote for this poison, and its 
dangers beset alike the pleasure seeker 
and the worker.-. 

An Italian physician recently exam¬ 
ined 24 bicycle; riders after they had 
ridden 82 miles in 2% hours. It was 
found that in nearly every instance the 
nervous system was so far affected by 
fatigue that the hearing of the cyclists 
was defective. After a rest of two hours 
most of them could hear as well as ever. 

Another practical test was made upon 
50 grammar school children who were 
to take part in a written examination of 
2% hours. Before entering upon the 
strain which such an examination must 
necessarily be each child was instructed, 
to lift as much as he conld with the 
dynamometer. This was done to test the 
muscular strength of each pupil before 
the examination. 

After the work in the schoolroom was 
ended the children were again told to 
lift as much as possible in the same 
way. It was found that, with one or 
two exceptions, they could not lift as 
much by several pounds as they had 
lifted before the examination. 

It is now a demonstrated fact that 
prolonged mental strain will diminish 
the pulse, produce fullness and heavi¬ 
ness of the head and bring about palpi¬ 
tation of the heart.—Youth’s Compan 
ion.

Uses of Wild Dice. 

. Few know more of the reed of our 
river mud flats than that it furnishes 
the food on which fattens for the epi¬ 
cure the reedbird of . autumn dinner 
tables, the bobolink of other seasons. 
But as wild rice, Zizania aqnatica of 
science, it has played no mean part in 
the service of man. It was the staple 
food of tho Indians that formerly in¬ 
habited northern Wisconsin and Min , 
nesota, where the plant abounds on the 
margin of lakes. Dr. Elliott Gone says 
that, it is still the chief recourse of the 
Objibway Indians on tho reservations of 
Minnesota. They not only gather it for 
their own use, but for the purposes of 
trade. A common name is Indian rice, 
and the lakes along which the plants 
abound are known as.rice lakes. Whole 
Indian villages will be.tenantless in au¬ 
tumn, the inhabitants having gone 
‘ ‘riciiig,/’ as the harvesting is termed. 
The Indians push their canoes into 
masses of rico, bond the heads of rice 
over a crotched stick and thrash the 
grain into the bottom of the boat.—In¬ 
dependent.

Among the birds not commonly found 
is, the rhinoceros bird, from the 
Transvaal Buffel pikker is its Dutch 
name.

Views -of Scientists Who Differ With Har- 
vey's Theory on Theii- Relations. 

Do you know that some of the very 
best physicians in the land are far from 
being satisfied that the heart is the or-- 
ga n which causes the blood to circulate 
in the veins and arteries? The theory of 
Harvey, which maintains that the im¬ 
pulsive stroke- of the heart'is “the sole 
motive power, ” is disputed by persons 
who know more about blood circulatidn 
in a minute than he ever did in his life. 
Various causes for the phenomena of 
blood circulation are assigned by the 
different students of the subject, but 
the majority of those who differ from 
Harvey say that tho true cause of cirou- 
ration is, to be found in respiration, 
That function brings carbon into the 
lungs. This carbon mixes with the 
venous blbod, the mixture forming ‘the 
tru ? fael! of annual life. . The oxygen 
which is also taken into the lungs with 
every breath mingles with the carbon, 
and a slow form of combustion ensues. 
Wherever! combustion is going on heat 
is evolved. Li this case the heat is com¬ 
municated to the blood, which is about 
seven-eighths water. 

The lungs being In partial vacuo and 
having a, temperature of atleast 86 de¬ 
grees aboye that required to change wa¬ 
ter into vapor (when the water in ques- 
tion is in a complete vacuum), steam is 
generated. This enlarges the volmae of 
the blood ; and exerts a specific force.: 
The vfilves.on the right side of the heart 
close against this; force, while tiose on 
the left open to give it free passage. 
Thus, : according to'this theory, the true 
motive power is produced whioh first 
causes and then keeps up the oirculation 
of tho blood. 

When this theory is elaborated; it ; is 

very conclusively proved that the. heart 
has nothing whatever to do with the 
circulation of the blood but to deter¬ 
mine,, by its valves, the course of the 
current and, by the mechanical'force 

of the stroke, to equalize the flow._St

,, The Stone Forest of Florissant. 

The silicified trees of the Florissant 
basin are. a marked curiosity of the 
United States. They are less known 
than the “stone forest” of Arizona or 
than the similar mausoleum of the Yel¬ 
lowstone region, but it is only becausa 
they have not yet been brought to the 
attention of the tourist. The trees are 
at the present time represented only by 
their stumps. In wandering over the 
green meadow the. eye here and there 
rests upon a seemingly “bald” spot.
